COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Some­ 
times it gets a little confusing 
when state and federal legislative 
authorities

same time on similar proposals 
affecting the same issue. 
With serious unemployment in 
evidence nationwide as well as in 
Ohio, both Congress and the Ohio 
Legislature have been studying the 
problem of extending benefits to 
the long-time jobless. 
The legislature finished its job 
first. It came up with a bill which 
apparently faces a veto by Demo­ 
cratic Gov. Michael V. DiSalle. 
The federal bill, except for the 
finishing touches, is almost ready 
to go to President Kennedy’s desk. 
The federal measure, in all like­ 
lihood, will be effective early in 
April. It is a simple extender of 
benefits for those who have ex­ 
hausted their state benefits and 
still are unemployed. There are 
practically no strings attached. 
It will mean that Ohioans who 
have been out of work since mid- 
1960 will be able to collect extra 
money, up to one - half of t^e 
amount to which they originally 
were entitled under Ohio law. The 
Ohio maximum is 26 weeks of 
benefits. 
The 
federal 
extender, 
then, would provide an extra 13 
weeks of benefits for those who 
were entitled to the Ohio m axi­ 
mum of 26 weeks. 
The 
federal 
extender, 
under 
term s of the bill adopted by the 
U S. Senate, would be financed by 
a special tax of fourth-tenths of 
one per cent of emnloyers’ pay­ 
rolls. The tax would be retroac­ 
tive to last Jan. I. 
And that’s about all there would 
be to it; no changes in eligibility 
reouirements would be involved. 
Payments under the *ederal ex­ 
tender program in Ohio would be 
made through the Bureau of U n­ 
employment Compensation — the 
same as all other benefits.

Allies in U.N. Told 
O f New Africa Policy 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—The United States has notified

On Labor Law 


Dispute Due 


CLEVELAND (AP) — A U. S. 
District Court judge has promised 
to rule Monday on a contention 
by the defense that the case the 
government has made against Wil­ 
liam Finegan is no case at all, 
and that the 63-year - old labor 
leader should be acquitted of a 
Taft-Hartley Act violation charge. 
The first week of Finegan’s trial 
ended Friday when Judge Girard 
E. Kalbfleisch was asked to give 
a directed verdict for acquittal aft­ 
er completion of the prosecution’s 
case. 


Defense attorneys said no evi­ 
dence has been introduced that 
Finegan, 
executive secretary of 
the Cleveland AFL-CIO, violated 
the Taft-Hartley Act because of 
discounts allowed his wife by the 
May Co. department store 
The Taft Hartley Act makes it 
illegal for an employer to give or 
lend money to any officer or em ­ 
ploye of a union which renresents 
or seeks to represent employes of 
that employer. 
The 
government 
charges 
the 
May Co. of Cleveland unlawfully 
gave 20 per cent d i s c o u n t s 
amounting to $12,207 on the ac­ 
count of Finegan’s wife, Marie, 
from 1949 until I960. The May De­ 
partm ent Stores Co., Inc., of New 
Yor., is also a defendant in t h e 
case. 


Frank J. Kieman, special attor­ 
ney for the U.S. Department of 
Justice, said the fact that eight 
unions of which the May Co em ­ 
ployes were members were affili­ 
ated with the federation was suf­ 
ficient grounds for the charges.

What is the difference between 
a high sudsing and low sudsing 
synthetic detergent? They differ 
only in the amount of suds they 
make. 


Some people believe that 
you 
m easure the am ount of detergent 
you use by the am ount 
of 
suds 
you get. This is not true and it is 
a hard habit for us to break. 
Why c a n ’t high sudsing d eter­ 
gents 
be 
used 
satisfactorily 
in 
tu m bler or front loading w ashers? 
The high sudsing action clogs the 
w ash er and slows down the soil 
rem oval and washing action. When 
a d eterg en t is high sudsing, you 
can only use about one-third the 
proper am ount of detergent or you 
would have suds everywhere. 
N aturally, when the quantity of 
soil re m o v er is reduced one-third 
all the soil is not going to come 
out, and some of the soil that is 
rem oved will be redeposited on the 
clothes. 
If w ashings are done repeated­ 
ly 
with high sudsing detergents 
insufficient soil rem oval becomes 
apparent in the clothes. Bleach is 
not the answ er. Use of a low sud­ 
sing product is the only solution.

HIGH SUDSING detergents are 
generally good choices for top load­ 
ers or agitation w ashers, for w ring­ 
er w ashers, o r for hand washing. 
Synthetic detergents are classif­ 
ied as : t. all purpose “ built” and

low sudsing all purpose syndets 
and high sudsing all purpose syn­ 
dets.

E x a m p ­ 
les of high sudsing “ builts” in dry 
form are Tide, Duz, Oxydol, in 
liquid form are Wisk, Biz and H um 
E xam ples of the 
neutral

bilt” which are a sudsing type are 


(a ) dry — Dreft, T re n l, Swerl, 
Vel; (b) liquid — Lux. Ivory, Chif­ 


fon, Vel, Joy, and Trend. Since 
light duty syndets do not contain 
builders they 
are 
less 
alkaline, 
m ore neutral, and have less soil 
rem oval ability. They are m ade for 
washing fine fabrics. 


Which type of detergent will 
you use? If the water you are 
using for laundry is 
soft, 
soap 
and syndets are both suitable. If 
the water is hard, the “ builts” 
syndets are the most effective. 
If you use soap, soften the hard 
water with a non precipatating 
softener in both wash water and 
the first rinse. 
If after using soap for washing 
in hard w ater you change to a syn- 
det, you will likely have scum or 
sticky curd on the clothes. This is 
because soap and some syndets arc 
enem ies in hard 
w a t e r . 
It 
is 
wise to use either an extra amount 
of syndet the first time the clothes 
are washed with 
it, 
or 
to pre­ 
wash or condition by first putting 
them through a wash of non - per- 
cipialing w aler softener. 


How m uch detergent should you 
use? Use as much as you 
need, 
but no more. This is im portant 
for economy and for getting the 
best cleaning power out 
of soap 
a n I syndets. Too much soap or syn­ 
dets can be difficult to rinse out 
of clothes.

During the same period electric energy 
requirements are expected to increase by 
nearly 200 percent. Nuclear fission is the 
only energy source now on the horizon 
capable of filling the gap left by depleted 
fossil reserves. By 1980, the MIT profes­ 
sor—now engaged in research for the At­ 
omic Energy Commission — expects nu­ 
clear reactors to supply one-third of the 
nation's electric current requirements. 
At the same time they will be deposit­ 
ing radioactive wastes at the rate of 1.- 
500 pounds a day. The problem before sci­ 
ence is to perfect a means of disposal more 
statisfactorv than storage. Stored contain­ 
ers of radioactive ashes are safe as long 
as they can be safely released. 
Continued stockpiling will invite acciden­ 
tal disaster. 


A new waste material, rapidly coming 
into prominence, treatens to present the 
world its most troublesome disposal pro-1 
blem of all time. Almost IOO million gal­ 
lons of highly radioactive by - products of 
nuclear fission are stored in containers 
buried undergound. and unknown quantity 
of less dangerous wastes is encased in ce­ 
ment confiners on the bottom of the ocean. 
Even under today's limited use of nu­ 
clear reaction, highly dangerous refuse 
creates a threat because storing is the 
only means of disposal yet discovered. But 
what of the problem in the years ahead 
when nuclear energy becomes an everyday 
source of power? That day is no longer 
merely a distant possibility. It has al­ 
ready become a reality in a few areas. 
Necessity will force the utilization of nu­ 
clear fuel plants as fossil deposits ap­ 
proach their peak potentials and begin to 
taper off. Dr. Rolf Eliassen, a professor 
of engineering at Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology and an expert on radioactive 
wastes, estimates that within IO years, oil, 
gas and coal will have passed peak pro­ 
duction levels and reserves of each will 
thereafter dwindle.

Judge Libby Sacher. 
A mother of two sons and a 
daughter, she was the firU woman 
to be appointed to the bench 
in 
New Jersey. 
The diminuitive brunette wore 
ber judicial robes for IO years on 
Union County’s Domestic Relations 
bench here, and for the past year 
served on this state's Crime Com-; 
mission. 
Yet no where in her personal or 
public experience did she find a i 
whit 
of evidence 
that 
working 
mothers are weakening the family 
circles. 
But to break down the public pre 
judices forever, she is urging Busi- j 
ness and Professional Women’s or 
ganizations to make some author 
itative studies either to prove or 
disprove the charges against them. 
“ Being rejected, lack of identity.

Cage Scandal 


May Mushroom 


Up to 25 Schools 
Hinted Involved in 
Probe of Gambling 


NEW YORK (A P)—A smoulder- 
ing college basketball sc a n d a l-- 
one that would dw arf the scandals 
of 1951—threatened today to erupt 
on a nationwide scale. 
Already three players have con­ 
fessed accepting bribes to shave 
points and two gam blers are in 
custody. 
Police sources said that 15 to 
20 schools from coast to coast 
m ight be involved in the scandal 
whitfh has been under investiga­ 
tion five months. 
“WTe expect it to be far bigger 
than the 1951 scandals,” said one 
high official. “ The investigation is 
continuing. Other schools and oth­ 
e r players are the subject of in­ 
quiry.” 
A grand jury at that tim e found 
that 86 gam es had been fixed in 
23 cities in seven states. Thirty- 
three players had been bribed. 
Only two of the three players 
involved in the current 
scandal 
have been identified. 
Both play 
for Seton Hall. They are Henry 
Gunter, a center from New York. 
and Arthur Hicks, a forward from 
Chicago. Neither had any com ­ 
m ent. 
One player on the University of 
Connecticut team is involved, but 
neither the office of Dist. Atty. ; 
Frank S. Hogan, nor the univer­ 
sity would nam e him . 
‘‘In fact,” said a Connecticut 
official, “ we are not sure just who 
the boy is. But we have a pretty 
good idea from the questioning by 
the district attorney.”

Andreoli said the two Seton Hall 
players each received $1,000 for 
their part in the gam e against 
Dayton, and the Connecticut play­ 
er was paid $1,500 for his efforts 
against Colgate. 
The puzzling aspect of the new 
scandal is that both Seton Hall 
and Connecticut were underdogs 
in the betting. Apparently what 
happened was that the fixers de­ 
cided on a new strategy of m ak­ 
ing the underdog lose by an even 
greater m argin than anticipated. 
So-called point spreads are set 
on all gam es by a Midwest con­ 
cern. Dayton, for exam ple, was 
lilted as a 6 point favorite over 
Seton Hall in one of the gam es 
involved. That m eant that if a 
bettor chose to w ager on Dayton, 
the team would have to win by 
six or more points for him to col- I 
lect. 
Actually, there were suspicions 
at the tim e, and bookmakers— 
who usually are the heavy losers 
in such actions—finally refused to . 
take any bets on the game. They, ' 
too. were suspicious. 
Seton Hall Coach Richie Regan 
■aid he had no reason to suspect 
anything was wrong in the game. 
“ I just attributed it to a bad 
night,” he com mented. “ It s hard 
to tell when a player is not doing 
his best or just having an off 
gam e.” 
Connecticut Coach Hugh G reer 
allo was bewildered 
" I don't understand how a club j 
like ours could be involved,” he

Asked what the Church would 
expect of Catholic congressmen if 
the m easure conies to the floor 
without such an am endment, he 
replied: “ They would have to vote

They would have a moral judg­ 
ment to make as to what would 
be of greater national value.” 
The A m ericans for Democratic 
Action endorsed the position taken 
by President Kennedy that any 
program of loans to church-sup­ 
ported and other private schools 
would be incoporated in a sep­ 
arate bill. 
Dr. Harold Taylor, form er pres­ 
ident of Sarah Lawrence College, 
testified before the House subcom ­ 
m ittee today that the issue of aid 
to private elem entary and second­ 
ary schools “ raises constitutional 
and policy questions of a serious 
nature.”

Shinwell didn’t identify the bish­ 
op’s wife further, but the Rt, Rev. 
Angus Dun has been Episcopal 
bishop of Washington since 1944. 
“ I think 
that’s very funny,” 
laughed Mrs. Truman at her In­ 
dependence. Mo. home when she 
was informed of Shin well's re ­ 
m arks.

Q—I am a veteran of both World 
W ar I and World War II, just over 
65 years of age. I have had no dis­ 
ability which I received in the ser­ 
vice. I own my own home and re ­ 
ceive Social S e c u r i t y in the 
am ount of $160 per month which is 
for both myself and my wife. I 
receive $40 per month from an in­ 
surance p o l i c y . Am I eligible 
for pension benefits? 
A-—If the 
income you have 
quoted 
is your entire incom e, 
com bined with your wife's, it is 
very possible that you could re­ 
ceive $40 per month pension, pro­ 
vided, of course, that you m eet 
other requirem ents of the law. 
Q—May a veteran change his 
Korean GI Bill program of train ­ 
ing if his progress in his present 
course has not been satisfactory?

Service Connected Pension. I have 
a chance to get a part tim e job, 
w h i c h will pay me $25 per week. 
It is ok if I take the job?

It is possible, in some cas­ 
es, for veterans who receive pen­ 
sions to work part tim e. However, 
not only must a veteran m eet in­ 
come lim itations in order to be 
pensionable, but he must be con­ 
sidered to be unemployed due to 
his disabilities. U nder norm al con­ 
ditions, the VA could consider you 
as b e i n g em ployable, provided 
your part tim e work c o n s i s t s 
of over 20 hours per week. If you 
work less than 20 hours per week, 
it is possible that it would be per­ 
m itted.
